Allowable Subject Matter 



Claims 1-5 are allowed. 

The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable 
subject matter: 

The prior art of record alone or in combination does not teach or suggest the 
recording device having the combination of elements with their recited structure, along 
with the specific structure of the start address retrieval means for retrieving, as a start 
address of the music pieces, the address information readout from the recording 
medium when the timing to start performance of the music piece is instructed by the 
instruction means, and the tempo, meter and start address recording means for 
recording onto a predetermined recording area of the recording medium, information 
indicative of the tempo and meter designated by the tempo and meter designation 
means and the start address retrieved by the retrieving means, as set forth in claim 1. 

Further the prior art of record does not teach the reproducing device having the 
combination of elements with their recited structure, along with the specific structure of: 
the measure number calculating means and measure number display means, as set 
forth in claims 2 and 4; and the measure number designation means, measure start 
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address calculating means and the measure start address search means, as set forth in 
claims 3 and 5.
